This 
Increase was mainly due to increases 
in the cost of maintenance and recon- 
struction of highways, and money to 
meet it was found in the increased 
Tevenue from the aiitomobile depart- 
ment. Material and labor cost in- 
creased because of war conditions. 
The Chief Expenditures. 

The chief expenditures of the de- 
partment were of three kinds: the 
construction of highways; the con- 
struction of trunk line highways under 
Acts of 1915 and 1917, the payments 
for the maintenance, construction and 
repairs of highways.

HARTFORD SALOONS ARE

They Voluntarily Are to Open et 8 
2. m. and Close at 10 p. m. 


Hartford, Conn., Jan. 6.—Practically 
all the licensed retail liquor :iealers of 
this city have agreed to reduce their 
hours of business fire hburs a day, 
opening at & a. m. instead of 5 and 
closing at 10 p. m. instead of midnight 
every night except Saturday. The cur- 
tailment is entirely voluntary and is 
intended to reduce the consumntian of 
coal and clectric power for heating. 

The agreement was reached as the 
result of conferences among the deal- 
ers in response to an appeal sent out 
last Saturday by the committer on 
fuel conserva’ of the Connecticut 
State Conncil of Defense urging that 
such action be takem by liquor deal- 
ers and that similar action be taken by 
churches , theatres, echools, country 
clubs and greenhouses. The !iquor 
dealers are among thr first to resnznd 
to the appeal The agreement effects 
all lHeensed dealers, and among those 
who have promised to observe the new 
hours are the owners of all hotels in 
the city. Drureists will observe 
new hours in selling liquor. 

In addition to closing their places 
of business during tho early and late 
hours of the day, the licensed deniers 
have agreed to curtail their lighting 
as much as possible. Thev will elim- 
{nate alf display lights and burn only 
those that are. considered necessary. 
The hotels wilt not only close their 
bars at 10 o'clock in the evenins but 
will refuse to serve liquor in their din- 
ing rooms during the hours the bnrs 
are closed. It is intended to make the 
action of al] the licensed dealers uni- 
form.

making of uniforms for the army, Ad- 
miral McGowan declares that such a 
policy not only -has been ta- 
booed in the navy, but that 
he has found no difficulty in- se- 
eurlng plenty of wool. He maintaina 
that it is the aim of his department 
to gee that the men of the navy have 
the best woaring apparel of every sort 
and that the food is the best that the 
market affords. He even goes so far 
as to say that if he can be of any as- 
‘sistance to those in charge of supply- 
ing the army he is only tco glad to 
render it, and from what has been 
brought out ‘in ‘testimony regarding 
army supplies it looks Very much as 
if much’ valtiable aia can be obtained 
from the navy officials and the naval 
methods and if that is the case it 
should by al! means be secured at 
once,

BOY UNDERGOES TEN OPERATIONS 


— 


Seventeen-Year-Old Youth Broke Arm in Four Places While 
Trying to Throw Belt on Machine in Goodyear Cotton 
-Mills—Leo Leduc Awarded Compensation By Commis- 


sioner James J. Donchue. 


Leo LeDuc, a 17 year ol youth, 
whose home is in Goodyear, and who 
has| been employed, by the Goodyear 
cotton mills of Killingly, has been 
awarded cothpensation by Commis- 
sioner James J. Donohue of this city 
for injuries received some months ago, 
necessitating ten operations. The case 
ig one of the most interesting cases 
yet beard by Commissioner Donohue, 
who announced his finding on Friday 
Fm divas The hearing was held on 

From the testimony it is.found that 
the dlaimant, Leo LeDuc, is 17 years 
of age, and that he had been employed 
by the respondent company for about 
six weeks in their mill at Goodyear. 
Said LeDuc, worked nights, starting 
in at 6.30 p. m., and working untid 6 
o'clo: the next morning. 

It is further found that during the 
first two weeks of hig employment he 
worked on the “doublers” and then 
was changed to the cards and that he 
Was changed from one line of work to 
the other at various times. While at 
work on the cards it was his duty to 


The 


take away the cans ag filled and re- 
place them with empty cans. The evi- 
dence shows ‘that the doubling ‘and 
card machines were located on the 
same floor, but with an empty floor 
space between and separated bya 
partition. 

It is found that on the night in 
question (that is, the night of April 
12th and the morning of April 13th, 
1917,) the claimant wus at work on the 
doublers until about midnight, at 
which time he ate his lunch, and <4er 
that was put on to the cards. About 
1.30 a. m. another young boy named 
Bibeault, who worked in the same de- 
partment as LeDuc, sought the aasist- 
ance of the claimant in replacing a 
belt which had slipped off of the 
doubling machine which Bibeault was 
then operating. During the operation 
of trying to get ‘the belt on again, 
claimant received an injury consisting 
of four fractures of the right arm, the 
breaks being a couple of inches above 
the wrist .in the lower forearm, in the 
elbow and about the middle of the 
upper arm. 2

Danielson Gets No Consideration and 
“Residents All to Remonstrate, 


Danielson has not been given in the 
Past to the waves of protest that has 
swept other towns between New 
London and Webster upon the an- 
nouncement of curtailment of train 
and troHey service, but it is so left at 
the present time that remonstrance 

inst its public transportation ser- 
vice becomes absolutely essential. 

Danietson fully recognizes the se- 
riousness of the fuel shortage, but in 
view of the fact that there has been 
no cut in service betweén Putnam and 
West Thompson and, that double head-

Without removing the skin, grate 
your clean potatoes from right-hand 
tub inte the side pan, ahd empty pan 
of gratings into the well cleaned tub 
to your left when recessary. Cotr- 
tinue this operation until your left- 
hand tube fs a trifle over half full. 
Pour clean water into tub upon the 
potato gratings until nearly full, stir 
well so as to saturate every particle 
with water. 

‘Remove all peelings and flating ma- 
terial from top’ of water, and allow 
tub to stand over night so that starch 
will gettle to bottom and all pulp and 
potato skin will..rise to top of the 
water. : ; 

In_ the morning remove all water 
carefully from the tub, as,well as the 
dark formation and sediment on top 
of layer of starch, being careful not 
to waste the starch. Again pour a 
fresh supply of water over the starch 
and stir so as to rinse all particles of 
startch well, 

Allow to stand for about 8 hours, 
then remove water and pulp as before. 

Continue this process with new ap- 
Plications and careful stirtings, as 
Many times ag it is necessary to ef- 


{fect a complete separation of pulp, 
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Peeling and sediment from the starch. 
This will usually take four or five 
washings, 

Potato starch is a healthful food 
and can be ueed in at least a dozen 
different ways for food purposes in 
making puddings, salads, milk dishes, 
ete. It is both an easy and economi- 
cal method of providing a valuable 
food product for, the average home. 

The potato water, and wastes in- 
cident to the process can easily he 


utilized by feeding hogs, poultry and | dire

Mr, Burnham was educated in the 
public schools of Scotland with the 
exception one one or two terms when 
he was a pupil at Natchaug School, 
Willimantic. Being a farmer boy, he 
was éspecially fitted to be a farmer, 
and as such, followed the occtipation 
Successfully, o¢cupying and eventual- 
ly owning the ancestral homestead, 
where he lived until he moved, three 
years ago, to the home at the village. 
He married Lney Learned Barstow, 
February 2, 1881, who was also from 
an_old family of Scotland. 2 

The departed was baptised into the 
Scotland Congregational . church © ih 
1870 and had then been a member of 
its choir for three years, and was 
continually so until the day of his 
death, the period of such servi¢e be- 
ing 5¥°years. _ One year ago, 
friends gave him a surprise party 
account of his long, efficier.t and faith- 
ful servies. The respect and esteem 
with which he was held is proved by 
the fact that he held town office re- 
peatedly and was representative of 
Scotland at Hartford in 1897: 

He was the friend of the young peo- 
ple and was often present and inter- 
ested in their games and social life, 
frequently. consulting other good, be- 
fore his own comfort. His word and 
sympathy, whether at a baseball game, 
on the street, or ‘in the church; were 
always on the side of right, expressed 
ig terms of faith, service and charac- 
ter. His departure will leave a gap 
in"the life of the church and : town 
which will be felt for years. 

He had swo sisters and one brother, 
Lois, Sarah and os, and of these, 
Sarah alone aurvi him and resides 
in Willimantic,

Conse- 
quence, his hay mow is naw more than 
half emptied withthe jongest 


and he faces the necessity of buving 
hay at $15 a ton to replace that which 
he sold for $10 a ton. or of selling off 
some of hig stock. He asked me what 
T thought. I told him, bluntly and un- 
compromisingly, that it was just six 
months too late to do any thinkirg: 
along that line. The time to have used 
his think machine was last July, when 
he was haying: not this January, when 
the snow is two feet deen on the level 
and the thermometer a mile or so be- 
low zero. ’

cant’ keep warm, though he has burn- 
ed out one good stove and had to buy

He hasn't a stick of seasoned or even 
dry wood around his house.

Yet, this very; family was 
offered the chance, last fall, to lay in 
its full and ample winter supply of 
Sugar at seven dollars and a half a 
hundred—seyen cents anjl a half a 
pound. This, before any) shortage of 
sugar was announced and before Mr. 
Hoover had ever been appointed to 
control any food situation. But no; 
while they expected to néed about two 
hundred pounds’ for the winter, “$15 
seems such a’ lot of money to use all 
for sugar at one time.”

American Forces Now Six Times as 
Large as in Spanish-American 
War. 


There were 1,482,650 enlisted men 
and 110865 officers. in the United 
States Army at the opening-of 1918, 
more than one and a half times as 
large as aby force ever mobilized by 
this Nation. According to a statement 
by Secretary jof War Baker. 

During the war with Spain the 
Army of the United States at its max- 
imum stren aggregated 27,000 men 
and officers. |The Army in the ‘field 
and in training now is practically six 
times as great as the maximum num- 
ber under arms in the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War. 4 

About 45,000 officers were commis- 
sioned from civil life in the two series 
of training camps, nearly eight times 
as Many as the number of officers in 
the Regular Army April 17, 1917. 


Library Association Provides Books 
for Fighting Forces 

More than half a miilion books al- 
ready have beef furnished soldiers 
and sailors in training camps and in 
France by the American Library <As- 
sociation War Service and the flow is 
steadily increasing, according to the 
director of this work. 

A campaign for furids inaugurated 
by the association last. autumn-netted 
more than $1,500,000 and real results 
in-the tangible shape of books and 
comfortable libraries are being felt by 
the soldiers and sailors. The Carnegie 
Corporation gave $320,000 for the erec- 
tion of camp libraries. Nearly all 
camps now haye libraries and in the 
others buildings are in course of con- 
struction. The reading rooms each 
accommodate 250 men. 

For the men in France the aegocia- 
tion has organized distributing sta- 
tions at all points of embarkation, 
where books are assorted for ship- 
tment abroad. Soon every soldier who 
steps on a t will carry a 
book with him, which he and his com- 
panions will read on the way across, 
after which it will be forwarded to the 
men back of the trenches.- No attempt 
will be made to establish libraries in 
France, but the association will shave 
representatives there to supervise the 
work of distribution. 4 
Matches and Other Arcticles Barred 

From Foreign Mails. 

Postmasters are directed not to ac- 
cept for shipment to members of Eix- 
Ppéeditionary Forces packages contain- 
ing matches, cigar lighters, or solidi- 
fied alcohol, including the preparation 
called “Sterno” or canned heat. 

It is not deemed safe to admit these 
articles to mails for foreign countried 
or for United States naval vessels, in- 
cluding marines on shore in other 
countries.

The Bitterest Disappointment of the 
War to Prussians, Daniels Says.

New York, Feb. 23.—The bitterest 
disappointment of the wat for’ the 
Prussians has been ‘the shattering of 
the “fatuous belief’ that the labor of 
the United States'¢ould be stampeded 
by “insiduous propaganda,” Secretary 
of the Navy Daniels declared in an ad- 
adress here tonight. 

Speaking with. Samuel Gompers at 
® patriotic mass meeting administered 
by the American Alliance for 
and Democracy, Mr. Daniels predicted 
that labor will not swerve from was 
Patriotic ideals which have actuated it 
thus far and that when the war is over 
it will have won its own fight as well. 

“I make no appeal to labor as : 
class,’ he said, “but tonight+I speak 
to.men of labor organizations because 
they are a-mighty force in-our na- 
tional life and are taking the lead in 
patriotic celebration of this holiday in 
the national metropolis. Indeed, the 
day for appeal to any red blooded 
American has pagsed. It is a time 
rather for a thanks to those who are 
e) heart and soul and to point 
out mot why they should serve. tit 
how and where they can make their 
efforta tell most for victory. We have 
been warned’ by Great Britain not to

ECONOMIC AGREEMENT WITH 
NORWAY HAS BEEN REACHED 


In Which Great Britain and Ail Other 
‘Allied Nations Are in Aceord. 

Washington, Feb. 22.—A complete 
economic agreement in which Great 
Britain and the other allied nations are 
in accord -has been reached between 
the United: States and Norway. The 
terms. have not yet been made public,
